lawyers said should clarify almost all 
issues involving submission of initiat- 
ed county measures in general elec- 
tions was handed down by the Ark- 
ansas Supreme Court Monday in af- 
firming

?50,000 speed race from London to 
Melbourne and in so doing set a now 
record for long-distance flights. They 
made the 11,300-mile stretch in 70 
hours 59 minutes 50 seconds.

Perhaps a seeming head 
cold, perhaps weariness, or even 
nausea. Try yolks alone then and see 
how he is, omitting the whites for 
awhile. 


Others cannot take care of rich 


chocolate, or even cocoa. The mother 
can experiment by their removal. 


Fried foods are always bad. Try 


boiling, or roasting, or baking more 
things if the children have upfiet 
stomachs. 


I believe it largely to be a matter 


of. simplicity in menu. If a child gets 
8 or 10 different dishes for his dinner 
some of them are almost certain to 
fight. Variety is an excellent thing 
but we should remember that he gets 
3 meals a day and 21 meals a week. 
Opportunity to vary the diet without 
doing it all at once.

The crime trail ended for Nash at 


Hot Springs, Ark. Officers decided to 
return him by train to Kansas City 
and change to a motor car for the re- 
mainder of the trip to Leavenworth. 


In Kansas City, Verne Miller heard 


of the government plans. How he did 
is one of the questions for which the 
grand jury now seeks the answer. The 
gangster kept telephone lines busy be- [ 
tween Chicago, Hot Springs and Jop- 
lin, Mo. There was a mysterious air- 
plane flight from Hot Springs to Jop- 
lin and investigators reported learnnig 
later that Mrs. Nash was aboard. Fed- 
eral authorities also say that Louis 
S'tacci, a Chicago gangster, telephoned 
from Chicago ordering that Nash be 
freed. 


While that was going on, Floyd and 


a companion, believed to have been 
Richetti, appeared at a garage in Boli- 
var, Mo., to have their motor car re- 
paired. 
Their visit was interrupted 


by the appearance of Jack Killings- 
worth, sheriff of Polk county, Mis- 
souri.

Floyd dnd his companion displayed 


guns, pushed Killingsworth into a car 
and sped away toward Kansas City. 
On the way they abandoned one car 
and seized another and its driver, 
Walter Griffith, of Clinton, Mo., who 
testified Monday 
before 
the grand 


jury. 


The two were released that night 


near Kansas City. The story then is 
picked up by a government informant, 
Jimmie La Capra, a small time gang- 
ster who has told investigators of a 
meeting that night between Miller, 
Floyd 
and 
Richetti. 
Supposedly, 


Floyd was induced by Miller to join in 
the attempt to free Nash when he ar- 
rived the next morning. 


Shortly after 7 a. m., June 17, 1933, 


Nash arrived on a train in custody of 
Otto Reed, McAlester (Okla). chief of 
police. At the station he was joined 
by other officers, including R. J. Caf- 
frey, a special agent of the Division of 
Investigation, Department of Justice, 
and two Kansas City Police detectives, 
William J. Grooms and Frank E. Her- 
manson. 


The officers, gun ready, walked out 


ot the station to the waiting motor car 
in the plaxa. As Nash was seated in 
the front st.'at. there was a command 
voiced curtly by a man in a nearby 
car. 


"Put 'em up! Up! Up!" was the 


order. 


Grooms drew his gun and fired. The 


man who gave the order, presumably 
Floyd, swayed as if wounded. 


"Let 'em h;ive it," someone shouted. 
Simultaneously there was a burst 


rf machine 
yun 
and 
pistol 
fire. 


Groc.rns. Hermanson, Caffrey and Reid 
fell dying. 


"For God's sake, don't shoot me," 


shouted Nash in the front seat. 


But it was-too late. Tile gangsters 


apparently thought Nash would 
be 


seated in the back scat and their bul- 
lets killed the man they had sought 
to free. 
An officer in the back seat, 


apparently mistaken for Nash, escaped 
as he crouched low. 


Near the machine hid R. E. Vettcrli, 


who wu.s in charge of the Kansas City 
offices of the Bureau of Investigation. 
Wounded 
slightly 
in 
one arm, he 


brought his pump gun into action as 
the gangsters fled but it was too late.
